Walk  in  the  streets  of  a  city.  Look  at  people  faces.  Choose  a 
person.  Look  at  their  face  and  guess  their  voice.  Imagine  their 
voice. 

Find  a  way  to  test  your  guess.  Find  a  way  to  hear  their  voice. 
You  may  start  talking  or  asking  a  question. 

Sometimes  it's  hard  to  start  a  conversation  with  a  stranger. 
You  may  say  hello  and  call  them  by  a  random  name.  When 
they  say  that  you  made  a  mistake,  just  apologize. 

Don't  say  anything  about  "Street  Songs"  to  this  person. 
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
